Having regained nearly all the devasted Somme region, 


.German armies find themselves before an allied defense . 
whfch hourly grows stronger. In the north the enemy has 
been definitely checked and in the south h;e has been unable 
to push west of Roye and Noyon. Germans have been re- 
pulsed in local attacks along the British liije from the Scaipe 
river southwest through Albert to the Somme. The front 
here is now vrest of the old Somme battlefield and west of 
the Ancre river just north of Albert, eighteen miles north- 
east of Amiens. 
. 


South of the Somme the Germans have advanced west 


of the old front before the allied offensive of 1916, but have 
not yet gained it west of Roye. The most bitter fighting 
has occurred south of the Somme and still continues, but 
the enemy has been checked west of the Roye-Noyon sector 
perhaps the most vital part of the line. The French hold 


' on the southern/bank of the Oise has been steadfast against 


all German attempts. 


On this front, Field Marshal Haig reports, American 


troops are now aiding the French and British. The iden- 
tity and size of the American units have not been disclosed, 
but it is probable they form a part of the Franco-Am en can 
reserves on "he Aisne and Champagne fronts. 


From Noyon eastward to south of La Fere the French 


hold strong positions along the Oise. It is reported from 
Berlin unofficially that French and American troops have 
carried out strong counter attacks south of La Fere against 
the pivot of the German line, but without success. 


The apex of the blunt-pointed German wedge is east oi 


Albert. Berlin reports that British counter attacks have 
been repulsed, but, on the other hand, the Germans have 
made no gains. The outer points of the wedge are Monchy, 
south of'the Scarpe, and the Oise river south of Le Fere. 


American gunners northwest of Toul have forced the 


Germans to abandon the town of Richecourt, opposite the 
American lines. This town has been shelled heavily as has 
St. Baussaiit and other important points behind the enemy 
lines. The artillery on both sides has been busy firing gas 
shells. There has been no infantry action either here or on 
the sector east of Luneville.

try were brought out in the Federal Trade Com- 
mission inquiry, into tMc meat packing industry- 
The following facts were proven from the docu- 
nventary evidence found in the files of the pack- 
ers and by the examination of witnesses by 
Francis J. Heney, attorney in charge of the in- 
quiry:

Notwithstanding the dissolution by the

pany, the bijj Five still divide the country into 
districts to stifle competition in buying cattle 
and hogs.

Order of President 


T 


HE PRESENT investigation was undertakeT 


upon an order issued by the President. 


Early in' 1916 Congressman Borland introduced 
a resolution authorizing such an investigation. 
This was referred to the committee on Judiciary 
of the House. 
There it was permitted to sleep 


and nothing was done until after the elections 
were out of tiie way when the present inquiry 
was ordered. 
Some of the most interesting 


revelations "as to the .political activity of the 
packers were made from the letter files of these 
concerns in connection with their efforts to stifie 
consideration of the Borland resolution. 


The Swift Company's counsel, R. C. McManus, 


was sent to Washington to keep in touch with 
the situation. 
A letter to McManus signed L. 


A. Carton, treasurer of the Swift Company, is 
very illuminating and is as follows: 


"Mr. W. H. Gates, chairman of the Demo- 


cratic state committee of Colorado, whom 
you met in my office the lirgt of this week, 
returned from Washington and New York 
today, and while in Washington met some 
of the president's advisers who told him 
that the president was unwilling to do any- 
thing to disturb business, rsnd that he did 
not approve the Borland resolution and 
that the advice he had concerning it did not 
appeal to him, according to Mr. Tumulty. 


"While in Washington Mr. G.ites had an 


interview inVhich the Borland bill and the 
causes leading up to it were discussed by 
Senators Shafroth of Colorado, Thomas of 
Colorado, W. J. Stone of Missouri, Eecd of 
Missouri, Thornton of Louisiana, and. Hoke 
Smith of Georgia, and Congressman Taylor 
of Colorado, who are all unfavorable to the 
resolution and to the agitations now going 
on in Washington by the radicals in the 
c.ittle associations. 


"He also saw Senator Thompson of Kan- 


sas, of the firm of Thompson and Robertson, 
Wiililstmaier building, Kansas City, Kas., - 
who is a personal friend of Mr. Gates, and 
Mr. Gates laid a great deal of stress upon 
the senator's friendship and believed that 
we would make no mistake in keeping close 
to him, and that we could reciprocate by 
giving his firm some of the legal business 
we have to do in Kansas City—and I be- 
lieve it would be in the interests of the sit- 
uation to consider Mr. Gates' request. 
Mr. 


Gates says Thompson is a poor man and 
for that reason should not be in Washing- 
ton, but that he thought so much of him 
personally that he gave $1,000 against his 
campaign expenses." 
From the correspondence read by Mr. Heney 


it developed that a legislative cornrmttee con- 
sisting of R. C. McManus, J. M. .Chaplin, an;l 
A. D. White of the-Swift staff was sent to Wash- 
ington in April, 1816, to direct the fight. 


Report oi Committee 


| N A report under date of April 10, 1916, this

committee said:

"We believe that as it stands today, nothing 


could stop' criminal prosecution and that the 
situation is dangerous where men like Burko, 
who have been in trie business all their lives, re- 
gard trivial and. irrelevant circumstances as 
conclusively proving unlawful operations." 


The packers contemplated the appointment of 


E. Dana Durand, former Director of the Census, 
to represent them before the committee. 
In tho 


minutes 03! the^ meeting of the packers to con- 
sider this plan, Mr. Wilson and Mr. White ap-

pear to have objected on the ground that they 
might be charged with having subsidized Mr. 
Durand while in the government service. 
It 


was-decided to call Mr. Durand and he objected 
to the employment on the ground of his former 
government connection. The minutes continue: 


"We then explained to him our ideas in ref- 


erence to periodical publicity of average beef 
'prices and cattle prices and also average divi- 
sion of the receipts of beef between the livestock 
producer and the packers, etc. 


"He thought it an excellent scheme and would 


assist. Pie suggested that he go to "Washington 
at once, have an interview with his friends in 
the Bureau of Markets, in the federal trade 
commission and in the agricultural department 
to see if he could not bring them to his way of 
thinking and have them suggest the adoption of 
such publicity scheme." 


Packer* Private Files 


B 


UT Louis F. Swift vetoed this proposition to 


have the bureau of markets publish the 


bulletins referred to. 


Another letter from the private files of the 


packers carried a suggestion from Arthur Meek- 
er, vice president of Armour & Company, to F. 
E. White that the Judiciary Committee which 
had the Borland resolution should be flooded 
with telegrams and correspondence showed that 
this suggestion was carried out. O. S. Bowman 
at Kansas City wrote Mr. Wilson that he hoped 
to do "some wire pulling that will prove bene- 
ficial, and advised that pressure should be 
brought on Congressman Tatfgart of Kansas, a 
member of the committee and "our 
friend 


Sweeney of the First National also wired Sena- 
tors Stone and Reed to "put the skids under this 
proposition and get rid of it." 


Mr. Heney also showed to the committae that 


a protest of a number of Detroit bankers that 
the present investigation was disturbing "eco- 
nomic conditions had been inspired by the pack- 
ers." 
Aside;from the sensational material with 


respect to the efforts of the packers to control 
legislation and to prevent public inquiry into the 
business most sensational disclosures were made 
by documentary evidence of an agreement of the 
five great packers to divide the country into five 
districts for buying live stock, for the purpose 
of limiting competition. 


The National Packing Company was organ- 


.ized in 1903 and was dissolved by the federal 
courts in 1913. 
A memorandum taken from the 


files of the packers addressed to the bookkeeper 
of Swift and Company asked this question "Can 
you give me Nat. P. Company percentages?" 


Underneath this was written: 
"A. & Cl. 


40.11; S. & Co. 46.70; M. & Co., 13.19," which 
were :;aid to be representative of the holdings 
of Armour, Swift and Morris in the National 
Packing company. 


Retain Old Percentages

TTORNEY HENEY, for the ' commission, 


declared it had been found that when the 


National Packing company was dissolved the 
"properties were divided so that each of these 
three packers could retain the same percentages 
of business in each city which they had enjoyed 
before the dissolution. 


Furthermore, he added, in 1913, the Sulzberg- 


er corporation, which later became Wilson & 
Co., and Cudahy & Co. were brought in on a 
new basis, which he declared wag still in force. 
This basis, he said, covered the purchase of cat- 
tle, shee;j, and hogs throughout' the United 
States, even the country buying. 
He called at- 


tention co a second notation, which read as fol- 
lows:

First of all early chicks must be 


cept warm. If brooded in artificially 
icated brooders it is not only ne- 
ceasary to keep the brooders warm, 
but in cold weather the house

which the brooders are

should be warm enough so that the 
chicks can 
exercise 
outside 
the 


brooders, on the-floor of the house, 
without d;vnger of being chilled, for 
a chilled i:hick is usually lost soon- 
er or later. There must be plenty 
of suT.light to purify the building 
(because the sun's rays are the best 
and most effective purifier) and to 
make the atmosphere warm and com- 
fortable. 
The .building and the 


brooder must be dry at all times, for 
lampness is a foe to little chicks. 


Pure air' is necessary. It is the 


cheapest vitalizer that we have and 
without it no amount
